For a time we svcre dazzled by 


the thought that perhaps In the 
postwar future we might fall heir 
to the War Department's $1,300,000 j 
military airport, adjacent to the ] 
Southwestern Proving Ground. But 
two facts have disillusioned us: 
; 
1. The government's, acreage- 


listing of local property to be 
declared "surplus" and offered 
for sale, apparently covers only 


:" the 
Southwestern 
Proving 


Ground proper. The Air Corps, 
as we suspected, Isn't about 
to give away:onc of the prime 
flying fields of the nation. 


2. And it is just as well that 


way. There's the equivalent of 
15 miles of paved highways in 
the runways on the military 
airport—and maintenance of a 
mlHIon-dollnr property would 
brenk the city government. It 
is to our interest to have the 
government hold the military 
airport, making it a combina- 
tion 
military-and-commercial- 


alrlinc center. 
For private 
flying, 
in small 


planes not equipped with radio— 
and therefore barred from the big 
military and . commercial airports 
everywhere—Hope needs a small 
but well-improved flying field. 


And to the Aeronautical Chamber 


of Commerce we are indebted for 
the facts about a municipal dev- 
elopment in a town very much 
smaller than Hope—it is Kldon, 
. Mo., population 2,580. 
\ Eldon, Mo., 'this coming June 
^vill dedicate a model airpark. It 
''has two sodded runways, one 300 


by 2,000 feet, the other 300' by 
2,300 feet. The airport is adjacent 
to a residential district, is but 
three blocks from 
the business 


district, and parallels a main high- 
way. Etdon has not only provided 
a service center for loc.al and vis- 
iting fliers, but has also built 
a nine-hole golf links and tennis 
courts on the property. 


This is the theme .that aviation 


fans have harped on all over the 
nation:- To locate your flying field 
on a highway where many will 
sec it: to make the field perma- 
nent; and to surround it with the 
services and recreational facilities 
youth is entitled to. 


It isn't a large project, either in 


acreage or dollars—but it means 
the difference between keeping and 
losing hundreds of young men who 
when they return home from wai 
will want to do some flying 
their own."

plete cure of this recurring disease. 
•Most important, success will pro- 
vide a remedy for thousands of 
soldiers who have contracted this 
painful, exhausting and sometimes 
fatal disease, 


It is significant that these prison- 


ers are promised nothing beyond 
the best of care. They take full 
responsibilities for all consequen- 
ces. They are offered no special 
privileges, commutation of sentence 
or other reward. They are simply,

Yanks Seize 
2 Airfields 
on Mindanao

Manila, March 12 —(UP)— U. S. 


invasion forces neared the heat of 
Zarnboanga on the

tip of Mindanao today after quick- 
ly seizing four villages and 
two 


airfields on the island, s e c o n d 
largest of the Philippines.

Gen. Jens A. Doe's 41st division of 
the Eighth Army landed on Min- 
danao's coral - studded beaches 
Saturday morning against light op- 
position. 


A cluster of four villages 
and 


two airstrips, west of Zamboanga's 
administrative center, were rapidly 
overrun and Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur announced that 
American 


reconnaissance planes a l r e a d y 
were operating from the island.

The landing on Mindanao, 21st 


Philippines 
island 
invaded 
by 


American a m p h i b i o u s forces, 
sealed the entire western side of 
the 800-mile long Philippines archi- 
pelago. It also brought MacArthur's 
forces within 180 miles of oil-rich 
Borneo. 


A heavy air and naval bombard- 


ment from heavy and light cruisers 
preceded the landing from Basilan 
strait, which had been swspt for 
mines since Wednesday. 


Planes from both the Fifth and 


13th Airforces covered the landing 
so completely that no Japanese 
planes were sighted. The 13th': Air- 
force had softened up the. invasion 
points witjji,m.qre than, 1,000 t6ns7:bfc 
bombs duping the past weeks. ']"' ' 


Doe's forces went ashore in am- 


phibious vehicles at 9 a. .m. Satur- 
day, hitting the beaches at 
San 


Mateo, three miles west of Zam- 
boanga's administrative center. 


The Japanese were caught off 


guard by the landing. While rear 
guards put some scattered ma- 
chine-gun fire, the bulk' of the 
enemy garrison fled across the two 
mile-wide plain-into the hill region. 


The Americans quickly captured 


Wolfe airdrome, three, quarters of 


mile inland, and fanned eastward 


along the coast, capturing Calarian, 
San Roque and San Jose, the latter 
only two miles from the heart of 
Zamboanga. 


Reconnaissance planes began op- 


erating almost immediately from 
Wolfe's airstrips, which before the 
war had been a U. S. army airfield. 


The planes apparently were spot- 


ting Japanese positions ahead of 
the American forces who were 
nearing the administrative head- 
quarters of Zamboanga,

Scattered German armored and 


infantry groups still were reported 
escaping through the 15-mile Mosel 
gap between Cochem, 22 miles 
southwest of Coblenz, and Erden, 
23 miles northeast of Trier, but the 
bulk of the pocketed Nazi divisions 
faced almost certain death or cap- 
ture.

It 
covers everything but was issued 
to meet a serious over r draft on 
our food supply. 


The order, also, is to conserve 


the American economy for such 
reconversion of industry as 
may 


be possible after Germany quits. 
Byrnes set up a committee head- 
ed by Leo T. Crowley, f o r e i g n 
economic administrator, with pow- 
ers to impose limits on gifts' or 
sale of 1'ood or other material to 
liberated and other hungry millions 
throughout the world. 


The committee will not have au- 


thority to interfere with military 
requisitions. But the committee will 
be advised fully and at all times 
of what the army and navy re- 
quire and where they want it sent. 


countries may be provided under 
existing law only to the extent re- 
quire in the wake of battle."

Crowley's committee is directed to 
recommend it. Other committee 
members are: Assistant Secretary 
Will L. Clayton, State Department;

Death Verdict

Little Rock, March 12 —(/P)—The 


state supreme court ruled in a six 
to one decision today that Robert 
Gaines of near Wynne must die in 
the electric chair for the fatal 
shooting Aug. 4, 1944 of C. L. Holt, 
Cross county peace officer,

Gaines at his home. 


The Cross circuit court was af- 


firmed in holding that Gaines did 
not fire the fatal shot in self defense 
and that he "can not excuse himself 
by saying that he thought he was 
shooting his son and not another 
person." 


• The shooting occurred when Holt 
and another officer 
approached 


Games' house to serve a peace war- 
rant after receiving reports the de- 
fendant 
(Gaines) allegedly 
had 


beaten his wife and threatened her 
and other members of his family. 


Gaines testified he did not intend 


to kill Holt and that he supposed 
the man at whom he fired was his 
son. 


In a dissenting opinion, Justice 


R. W. Robins declared prejudicial 
error was committed in allowing 
.testimony brought out that Gaines 
had shot at another man about 30 
years previously. 


The majority opinion upheld this 


testimony, however, on grounds 
that the defendant might be asked 
if he had committed other crimes 
"for the purpose of testing credits- 
bility of the witness" so long as he 
was not asked if he had been ac- 
cused or indicted for their commis- 
sion.

Nazis Call Up 
Males 16 to 
Age of 65 


London, March 12 —UP)—Germany 


today summoned every male in the 
Reich from 16 to 65 years of 
age 


to register with military authorities 
in a drastic effort to unscramble 
tangled army units and scrape up 
more manpower for defense, 


Hinting at the confusion prevail- 
ing, a decree broadcast by 
DNB 


apparently had for its purpose the 
rounding up of deserters and the 
sorting out of soldiers lost from 
their units. It said: 


"Many people have sought shel- 


ter in the interior of the Reich, dur- 
ing the last few weeks. Workers an 
officials have lost their 
working 


places and soldiers were cut off 
from their units." 


The decree then cancelled all fur 
loughs except for reasons of ill 
health.
